Utah police leary of concealed gun bills 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Utah’s police officers are leary of 
proposed changes to Utah’s con- 
cealed weapons laws, (curing they 
could make their jobs a lot more 
dangerous. 

The 1993 Legislature will he 
asked to consider several luws relat- 
ing unconcealed arms, including one 
that would make it legal to carry 
handguns in a vehicle.. as long as 
they are unloaded. 

As the law now stands, any 
weapon being transported in a vehi- 
cle must be out of reach of the driver 
and passengers. It doesn't mutter if it - 


is. in a locked glove box, a suitcase 
— or even the box it came in. 

. If the weapon is within reach, cur- 
rent law states it is a concealed dan- 
gerous weapon and you can be ar- 
rested, said Brant Johnson, deputy 
eorhmissioner of the state ‘Depart- 
' ment of Public Safety. 

The new legislation specifics that 
a weapon must be loaded to be con- 
sidered a dangerous concealed 
weapon. As long as tlie gun is un- 
loaded. it can lie carried on the front 
seat or glove box. "anywhere as long 
as hcVt not carrying it on his per- 
son;" Brant said. 


Many police officers don't like the 
idea. 

"There's going to be great concern 
on the part 'of the officers." said Salt 
Lake City Police Department 
spokesman Lt. Marty Vuyk. "We 
sec a gun on the front seat, we sim- 
ply don'fknow if it!s loaded or un- 
loaded."

DEAR READERS: Today we pay 
tribute to a great American, Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. It's' hard to 
believe that a quarter of a. century 
has gone by since Dr. King was shot 
to death at age 39 - a martyr of the 
civil rights movement. -Last Friday 
‘ would have marked his' 64th birth 1 
day, although we officially celebrate 
his birthday today. 

Dr. King’s principles of non-vio- 
lence were based upon the teachings 
of Christianity. He was propelled to 
international prominence by his elo- 
quent pleas for social justice and his* 
persistence in the face of violent op- 
position, for which he was awarded 
the Nobel Peace Prize in 1964. 

What follows are excerpts from 
the now-famous speech he delivered 
from the steps of the Lincoln Memo- 
rial in Washington. D.C„ on Aug. 
28, 1963: 

“I have a dream that one day this,

The study ^ranked states and the 
District of Columbia by their overall ' 
performance on 31 criteria measur- 
ing such things as availability of 
medical care and education pro- 
grams and state policies affecting 
access to care.
